the Holy Scriptures were able to make Men 
wiſe unto Salvation ;, and in conſequence of 

this, to charge his Miniſters to preach f 

Word, and to be inſtant in Seſo out of 

Seaſon, If the Chriſtian World had kept 

to 


icular in its Creeds 
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to the Word of God, and had never in- 
iermix d their own Inventions , with the 
Doctrines of Jeſus Chriſt, All Hereſics 
mult as ſoon have died, as they were born. 
But the Way has been hitherto, to en- 
counter Additions to the Word of God by 
other Additions; to condemn and anathema. 
tize ſuch as made NE W unſcriptural Ar- 
ticles, by making and enforcing NEW and 
unſcriptural Articles. And thus the plain 
Way enjoin'd by God of dealing with Men 
of falſe Principles is quite forſaken, and 
the Religious Opinions of Mens Invention 
are oppoled to another Set of Religious 
Opinions of the ſame Stamp. What Won- 
der then if the Name of Chriſtianity has 
been extirpated in ſome Parts of the World, 
and in others the Scandal of it only re- 
mains, This was all foreſeen, and ex- 
preſsly foretold by God, and a Method 
pointed out to prevent it. But the Folly 
of Men being wiſer than the Wiſdom of 
God, they have 1 to batter down 
Additions to the Word of God, by other 
large or larger. And thus 
Inſtead of ting the Truth of Chriſt, 
the Struggle been to propagate the 
Follies of Sabellius, or Arius, or Athanafmus, 
in Matters relating to the Trinity and In- 
arnation; and of Others in other Points. 
This Path has been ſo long trod 3 
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
